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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim language does not explicitly disclose 
the content of Applicant's remarks. Claim 1 discusses a "first network service supplied to the user based on information exchange of 
service transaction messages between a corresponding group of service objects including a model object, a view object, and a controller 
object..." A reasonable interpretation would constitute that the "service objects" include these three objects, but are not necessarily 
limited to them. For example, the model, view, and controller object may interact with each other through transaction messages as takes 
place in Kovacs and Hatanaka to provide a service, and Raniere adds the element of sending a data object, which also may reasonably 
constitute one of the service objects (an object that provides a service, e.g. a graph, media, or a web page document). The execution of 
the object takes place when it is viewed or manipulated, which necessitates the use of a controller for this to happen, Hatanaka teaches 
the selective termination of old views or objects if the current one becomes outdated, or if the user desires changes. This clearly 
constitutes "selectively terminating the received one service object based on reception,.. of a second service object for a corresponding 
second network service," because the views are terminated when the user receives new information. The old object is closed on the 
basis of receiving new information. Furthermore, claim 1, discloses "selectively terminating" objects, which constitutes that the object 
may or may not be terminated - it is done selectively. As such, Hatanaka teaches the limitation because it has a controller with the 
ability to selectively terminate a received object when a newer (or second) object is received (among other instances). Therefore the 
combination of Kovacs-Raniere-Hatanaka fully teaches the limitations of claim 1. y 
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
